SUMMERFALLOWING WITH THE 
BLADE CULTIVATOR 

‘The season for summerfallowing is 
here and for the first cultivation 
farmers will be choosing the imple- 
ment that will do the best job. The 
main reason for fallowing in dry areas 
is to store moisture for the 1951 crop. 
When rain fajis it saturates the sur- 
face soil and the surplus moisture 
enters the lower soil layer. It is this 
deeper moisture that is important and 
it can only be removed by growing 
plants. Therefore to store the maxti- 
mum moisture it is necessary that, 
weed growth be kept at a minimum 
during the fallow season, At the same 
time the prevention of soil drifting 
must be kept in mind. An adequate 
trash cover has proven to be the most 
effective protection against damaging 
winds, Therefore the fallow procedure 
should aim to prevent weed growth 
and leave the surface covered with 
stubble and dead weeds, 

Blade cultivators have come into 
common use in Southern Alberta be- 
cause they kill weeds and at the same 
time leave the stubble on the surface. 
The blade cultivator is used exten- 
sively for fallowing at the Experi- 
mental Station. Every effort is made 
to use it at as shallow a depth as 
possible because the weed kill is more 
effective than when it is operated at 
greater depths than three inches. No 
increase in yield has been obtained 
from deeper cultivated fallow as com- 
pared with shallow cultivated fallows. 
Some farmers insist that deep culti- 
vation is necessary to break up the 
“hard pan” layer. This is not a hard 
pan layer but a shallow compact layer 
formed by the pressure of the farm 
machinery passing over the field. This 
layer does not to any appreciable ex- 
tent resist the penetration of moisture. 

Deep cultivation may be desirable 
in a limited number of cases including 
solenetz or alkali soils but for normal 
soils fallowing is done more effective- 
ly and economically at a_ shallow 
depth. 

Weight must be used to make the 
blade cultivator work .at a shallow, 
uniform depth. Under most soil con- 
ditions 100 to 150 pounds per foot of 
width will give satisfactory results. 


Reduction of weed growth has been 
most effectively done vy” vieame as 


soon as possible after a storm rather 
than waiting for good weed _killing 
weather, 

The use of a blade may require an 
extra cultivation as compared with 
using a one-way disk. However several 
strokes can be made with the blade 
without the risk of losing trash cover 
protection, In most cases two strokes 
of the one-way dise will reduce the 
trash cover to the danger point. 

Blade cultivators are being used 
more extensively each year. They are 
highly suitable for summerfallowing 
under dry farming conditions but, as 
with other implements, the farmer 
must learn to use them properly.

Call in and 
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Gardening 


By Gordon Lindsay Smith 


An Ounce of Prevention 

It's a lot easier to keep a garden 
fore planting with some ready pre- 
The latter job is possible, of course, 
but it takes time and in the meantime 
one is apt to get discouraged. There 
is no dark secret about flourishing 
flowers, vegetables, grass and other 
things that make up a garden. 

The first point that matters is clean, 
vigorous soil and good seed or founda- 
tion stock. When one buys seed and 
plants from reputable Canadian 
sources and does so regularly each 
year, there is far less danger from 
disease and insect pests. With certain 
bulky things too, like potatoes and 
gladioli bulbs, most experts treat be- 
fore Ipanting with some ready pre- 
pared chemical that is now on the 
market. 

In our great grandfather's day they 
didn’t have to worry much about 
diseases carried over in the soil, but 


that is not the case now. In the older 
sectiona of Canada, at least, there are 


a lot of things lurking in the soil, 
that only treatment of seed and fairly 
constant spraying or dusting of the 
plants can keep in control. In using 
any of these solutions one should 
remember to follow directions care- 
fully. If these call for soaking several 
minutes or several hours then that is 
the only effective procedure. It is not 
necessary to treat many kinds of seed 
provided, of course that good stock is 
obtained in the first place. 


Be Ready for Pests 

The second bit of advice from the 
experts is to be ready for any attack 
of insects or disease before the dam- 
age gets serious. 

In this preventive policy a little 
special equipment will prove invalu- 
able. A good sprayer or duster and a 
few pounds of raw material are just 
as important as cultivating tools and 
fertilizer for the growing end of the 
job. 

It is possible to buy the raw in- 
gredients and mix sprays and dusts, 
this is often the course followed when 
the garden is very large. But ready- 
mixed sprays with only water to be 
added and dusts all ready for the 
gun are inexpensive and will save 
time and.trouble in most cases. For 
the ordinary sized garden one of the 
small hand sprayers that hold a few 
quarts will probably be sufficient but 
for larger jobs and for lawn work 
with 2,4-D to kill weeds a larger piece 
of equipment will be necessary. In 
recent years many gardeners have 
turned to the use of dust and dusters. 
For a couple of dollars one can get 
a hand-operated gun that will cover 
a large garden in a few minutes. 


Get Going Fast 


The main thing with sprays and 
dusts is to have a little material 
ready and to start using it at the 
first sign of trouble. If this is done 
there will be less trouble coping with 
almost any type of bug or disease. 

A point to keep in mind is that 
insect pests divide themselves into 
two types—those that bite or eat 
holes in the foliage and those that 
suck the juices. Damage from the 
first type is soon noticeable but the 
latter’s work shows up only when the 
leaves or plants wilt. For biters and 
eaters use a poison and for the 
suckers a burning spray.

Do not “shoot” into the sun — 
have the sun behind you. 

Keep your lens clean and your 
fingers away from it. 

Turn your film to the next num- 
ber immediately after taking a 
picture. 

Watch your background! Do not 
let it compete with the objects you 
are taking, A figure in light clothes 
against a dark background is a 
good wlan. 6. one 

Use your imagination to avoid 
mistakes —a tree, branch sticking 
out of a person’s head looks ridicu- 
lous. So does a “feet first” shot 
where the laws of perspective have 
been forgotten — the soles of the 
shoes appear enormous compared 
to the size of the rest of the body. 
These and other mechanical details 

can be quickly mastered. One of the 
most valuable things for an amateur 
photographer to do is to discover why 
some of his snapshots are so poor. 
Ask a friend who is experienced in 
photography or even the man who de 
velopes your films, what was the rea- 
son for a blurred or unsatisfactory 
picture and then don’t make the same 
mistake again! 

Children are born actors. They lend 
themselves to informal action shots. 
Don’t take stiff, unnatural pictures of 
a child and his chums standing at 
attention in a straight line, staring at 
the camera, Always have your camera 
loaded, ready for an unexpected shot. 

Pictures, taken at any season of 
the year which tell a story of happy 
days, give pleasure to all who see 
them. They are priceless treasures to 
parents in years to come, How grand- 
parents and fond relatives love snap- 
shots slipped into a letter. What joy 
a picture can give! The investment in 
a camera and film, the time and 
study and patience necessary to 
master the art of taking are small 
indeed compared to the pleasure snap- 
shots can give now and in the years 
to come.
